James’s Theatre are likely to give rise to proceedings in a Court 
of Law, as M. Cloup feels himself injured by the granting of a 
second license, as he had paid a large sum to the licenser f<« 
the exclusive privilege of representing French plays. 

The Duchess of Kent and the Princess Victoria will honor 
with their presence the Grand Musical Festival at Exeter Hall, 
which commences next week, and the Queen has ordered ten 
tickets for each of the respective performances. 

A new Petite Opera, entitled Venti d’Agosto, the first compo« 
sition of a young maestro, has just been produced at the Teatro 
Nuovo in Naples, which is said to possess great beauty and ori- 
givality. 

At the Amsterdam Theatre, there is at present performing an 
indigenous Opera, in three acts. The plot is founded on a 
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French Poem, called “The Bandit,” and the music is by M. Van 
Bree, a young Dutch composer. 

The Russian papers of the 17th of March contain a detailed 
report of the committee appointed in consequence of the unfortu- 
nate destruction of Schmanse’s Theatre by fire, which contradict 
the reports of a much greater number of persons killed there 
than as first stated. The subscriptions for the relief of the fami- 
lies of those who perished amounted to 43,804 rubles, of which 
theEmperor gave 10,000, and other members of the Royal family 
13,000 rubles, Thirty persons still living are dangerously wounded, 
and 127 have died.
